DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Yankton, D. T., Dec. 13.' — Positive 
information was recoiyed to-day from 
Niabrnra valley to tho effect, that vigil- 
antes hfvd got away with five horse and 
cattle thieves within the last ten days. 
Wade, Murphy uud Woatherwax wero 
hanged Whitehead and oln man Weather- 
wax wore shot, and Culbertson, Stewart, 
Morris and Clino are in custody aud un- 
der indictment. 

Chicago, Dec. 13. — Unknown parties 
. entered a Jewish synagogue in Clinton 
and Judd streets last night and destroyed 
tho interior ornamentation, wrenched off 
the gas fixtures, tore the gowns and cur- 
tains and utterly wrecked the furnituro- 
Tho cause for the vandalism is unknown. 
It is ascribed to irresponsible parties. 

Brooklyn, Dec. 13.— Eight weeks ago 
the divorced wife of ox-Senator Chris- 
tiancy came to Brooklyn and stopped with 
a friend. She concealed her idontity by 
passing under the name of Miss Lizzie 
Lugenbeel. There waa no sleeping room 
for her in the house of her friends and 
•he was lodged in the house of Dr. Dupre 
next door. A week ago the doctor, who 
became convinced that his lodger was tho 
victim of the chloral habit, made tho dis- 
covery that she was the wife of the ex- 
senator. Monday last she became vory 
nervous and began to show symptoms of 
insanity. / Yesterday she was so violent 
that sedatives had. to boused. A consul- 
tation of physicians was held and they de- 
clared that she was in a dying condition 
from mental and physical prostration. 
She continued to sink rapidly and died 
this morning with all tho symptoms of 
acute mania. 

Nkw York, Dec. 13.— Miss. R. E. 
Keiser, 30 years of age, committed Bui- 
■cide to-night at the Windsor hotel. 

Previous to the discovery of the suicide 
at 7 o'clock this evening the hotel detec- 
tive heard loud voices of persons quar- 
relling in the room of George W. Dunn, 
broker, 72 Broadway, who was staying at 
the Winder with his wife. A few min- 
uteB after the report of a pistol rang 
through the corridors. The detective at- 
tempted to open the door but found it ob- 
structed by the body of the young woman 
while Mr. and Mrs. Dunn wore too much 
overwhelmed to make any statement, ex- 
cept to say that Miss Keiser had shot her- 
self. They refused afterwards to say any- 
thing about the affair. The motive of the 
Buicide is said to be .disappointment in 
love. In possession of the woman was 
found a letter addressod to her mother 
in which she curses the love she could not 
quench, aud added that she had been 
more wronged than she could acknow- 
ledge, and God only knows how she had 
been deceived. It is said Miss Keiser, who 
waa a handsome, well dressed woman, bo- 
longs to one of tho best families of Uti«a. 
Dunn is- president of the Oid Dominion 
Minning Company and a prominent mom^ 
bur of 'the stock exchange. According to 
his story to thg coroner Dunn has been 
lately marriedand just returned to the 
city from a wedding trip. Miss Keuer 
shot herself in the right temple. Death 
waa instantaneous. , 

ARIZONA. 
Tombstone, Dec. 14.— During the past 
three dayB prominent citizens have re- 
ceived threatening letters. They are ad : 
dressed in a scrawling hand and evidently 
written by some ignorant person. The 
following in a copy: "Keep your mouth 
shut -jr you will get Bhot." 



O'Donovnn at Home. 



The reporter of an English paper, 
who interviewed O'Donovan in Jan- 



uary last in his London lodgingB, thus 
describes him in the midst of barbaric 
surroundings: — "Over the back of a 
chair ia thrown a great sheepskin coat, 
which is' reversible. The fleece is lone 
and curly, while the skin has been 
tanned with the rind of pomegranates, 
On the ground is a native tobacco pipe, 
a description of hooah; knives of va- 
rious kinds are to be seen on tables and 
shelves, while a magnincent<gold moun- 
ted sword hangs on the wall. This was 
presented to Mr. O'Donovan when he 
was invested as a khan. On that occa 
■ion he was also given a finely wrought 
gold ring, which he still wears, and an- 
other sword possessing a fine English 
blade and an Afghan mount, the steel 
being inlaid with gold. It bears the. 
date 1840, and must havo been cap- 
tured by tho Afghans from the English, 
and afterward was taken by the Tur- 
comans from tho Afghans in the Khy- 
ber Pass. His large leather riding boots, 
a great coat, whose sleeves are long e- 
nough to turn over and protect the 
hands, and several other garments made 
of undyed camel's hair lioupon the sofa, 
and these Mr. : O'Donovan takes up one 
after the other and illustrates to us how 
' Lb ej are worn. But tho coat which he 
prizes most is an Irish frieze, bought 
sixteen years ago in Connemara. It is 
an old servant, and has been his con- 
stant companion through all his 
■wanderings and adventures. He carried 
it through every campaign and wore it 
■when he rode into Merv. It has been 
shot through in two places, but. its 
warer miraculously escaped. When with 
the Trans Caspian expedition at Kara 
he added to it a fine Arctic fox fur col- 
lar, and it ia a gGod old coat atill." 



HOW AND WHY A SAN FRAN- 
CISCO MILLIONAIRE DIED. 

Shot Because He Wouldn't Pay 
a Claim. 

San Francisco, Doc. 13. — Cox went 
to McLaughlin's office and demanded 
$40,000 in settlement of claims stand- 
ing between them. On McLaughlin 
refusing, he drew a revolver and shot 
three times. A police officer and a 
surgeon wero immediately sent for. 
The former arrived first, and believing 
the man had but a minute to live, ob- 
tained the following 

ANTE-MORTEM STATEMENT: 

San Francisco, Dec. 13, 10-50 a. m. 

I believe I am going to dio. My 
name is Charles McLaughlin; I am 
about 50 years of age; I was born in 
Pennsylvania: 1 was shot by Jerome 
B. Cox; ho came to my room; I was 
sitting in my chair; he found me 
alone; he said" to me: "Will you settle 
with me in that lawsuit 1 }" Ho came 
there; I said then: "Mr. Cox, I would 
always settle without any trouble;" he 
then said; "We will go into the room 
where there is no one, and all will bo 
settled;" he put the pistol to my fore- 
head and demanded $10,000; I said I 
would pay him $40,000 when it was 
settled; ho then shot me, and I pulled 
him toward the door and called for 
the young man Arthur, whon ho'shot 
me again; I have always been willing 
to aettlo with tho man on fair terms; 
ho

the stomach. Tho pistol was pointed 
first at my brain.

HOW THE TROUBLE ORIGINATED. 

The tragedy is the result of seven- 
toen years of litigation. The trouble 
between them began with the building 
of the Western Pacific railway, from 
San -Jose to Sacramento, in 1862. 
Mr. McLaughlin took a contract to 
build the road for §5,400,000. He 
sub-let the grading to Cox and others 
for $900,000. Cox put all his money, 
some $50,000, into the schome. After 
thoy had completed twenty* miles of 
the road McLaughlin failod to make 
further payments, aud Cox and his as- 
sociates stopped further work. Mc- 
Laughlin then took up the work him. 
self, completed the road, and nold it to 
the Central Pacific. Cox afterwards 
commenced proceedings to recover tho 
amount due him and recovered judgment 
for $165,000. The supreme court af- 
terwards reversed the decision, on 
technicalities. Cox amended tho com- 
plaint, recovered again, and the deci- 
sion was again reversed. The third, 
fourth and fifth trials resulted similar- 
ly. Adverse decisions so weighed on 
his mind that he attempted last spring 
to take the life of Justice McKinsley 
of the supreme couit, who he believed 
was chiefly instrumental in deciding 
against him. This morning, under a 
determination to effect a settlement, he 
went to McLaughlin's office, with the 
result as stated above. 

McLaughlin was a pioneer, a large 
capitalist and land owner, ranked 
among the millionaires and was pro- 
moter of tho old overland mail route. 

Cox served during tho war as cap- 
tain in the Tenth Indiana battery, 
tinder 'Ro'secra'ns. He has declined to 
make any statements until he has con- 
ferred with his attorney. 

Before the statement was completed 
McLaughlin had become too weak to 
sign his name, and made his mark 

Mrs. McLaughlin by this time had 
arrived on the scene, and threw herself 
beside her husband. Tho dying man 
opened his eyes, and as his glance 
rested on the face of his wife, gave a 
sign of recognition and a few minutes 
after expired. 

San Francisco, Dec. 14. — Cox, who 
shot McLaughlin yesterday, detailed 
in an interview the circumstances of 
tho meeting. He says he asked Mc- 
Laughlin for $40,000 and that he re- 
plied that be would compromise for 
$6000. Cox refused saying ho owed 
his lawyers $20,000. McLaughlin 
then said that that was all he could 
give, and that Cox could take it or 
leave it. "Then," said Cox, "I will 
attach your property." 

I have prepared againHt that," re- 
plied McLaughlin. "You can't get a 
cent of it." 

Under tbcbelief that he would not 
obtain jnstice in any way, ho drew a 
revolver and fired. McLaughlin's 
friends assert that the books will show 
that he had paid Cox nearly $210,000 
before work was stopped on the West- 
ern Pacific road and that tho amount 
claimed by Cox was always in excess 
of what was really due him. 

The Evening Post, referring to the 
tragedy, says: "It is the direct outcome 
of the slavish adherence to : technicali 
ties by the Supreme Court. of Califor- 
nia, which so often ignores equity and 
outrages justice.

AFTER THE BATTLE. 



A general air of satisfaction pervadod 
Victoria yesterday, and even peopio who 
had affected to look on the Settlement 
Bill with suspicion, wore placid counten- 
ances as if life was still ondurable; and 
those who had assisted in carrying the 
the measure, or who hoped it would bo 
carried, were, of ourso, jubilant. As for 
those who had done their best to oppose 
it they had the solitary satisfaction of 
gloating over their country's ruin in their 
own select company, and the company 
waa not a large ouo. During the debate 
in the house the members of the oppo* 
sitton cannot be said to have distinguished 
themsolves. They did nothing but growl 
and moan and make wry faces, and 
vent lamentations wh.oh would have put 
the prophet J eremiah to the blush. Thoy 
donounced the bill with boll, book and 
candle; thoy complained that the govern 
ment hud made a bad bargain, but they 
had no suggestion of a bettor one. They 
knew the moment was critical and that 
the house had to decide, without 
ehadow of amendment, whether they 
would accept tho terms proposed or be 
content with nothing. But they made 
no Bign, they had no scheme by which 
the Dominion government might bo co- 
erced. They had not even tho invention 
or a man outside tho house, who proposed 
to send another missionary to Ottawa to 
steal the Mace and thus put the Dominion 
house on its back, as regards doing any 
business until it had conceded better terms 
to this province — but then tho first mis- 
sionary was so expensive the man loft dis- 
couraged. Now, neither tho government 
nor the people were bo attached to the 
present bill that they would have refused 
better terms if thoy could have been ob- 
tained. What a chance for the opposi; 
tlon; but perhaps thoy imagined that the 
next general election was coming off and 
they would want all their own ideas them 
Belves. The tonacity with which they 
stuck to tho Peacu rivor lands was com- 
mendable, though thoy were driven from 
this last stroughold by tho Hon. Mr. Rob- 
Bon who brought out the fact that tho Do- 
minion government wanted to charge set- 
tlers §5 an aero for lands near the railway 
line and $2.50 for lands further back, as 
thoy were selling other lands in the North- 
west; but the government had finally 
agreed that 61 an acre only should be 
charged to settlers for theso 5,000,000 
acres, and thus a difference of £7,000- 
000 would go into the pockets of the 
settlers themselves. Now these lands 
could not have been opened up by this 
province for many years to como, and all 
the howling about them simply amounts to 
this: thoy will bo opened up at the Dom- 
ion expense, and this province will re- 
ceivo the benefit of the taxation fro«n 
them. The province is to bo congratu- 
lated in the passage of the bill, even on the 
bare fact that it was a settlement, as the 
country knows from sad experience that 
thero iB nothing so demoralizing as a state 
of irritation, expectancy and uncertainty. 
We now know where we are and can build 
onasure foundation, both commercially 
and politically, with the promise of a 
bright and«pro8peroiis future.

Kooleuay Prospector's 
Troubles. 



To the Editor: — From your paper wo 
see that the mining laws of tho province 
and the Kootenay railway bill are likely 
to be amended in the present session of 
the parliament. Both are of great impor- 
tance to the Kootenay lako district and 
especially to us poor prospectors. What 
we mean by this can bo best illustrated 
by the following occurrence of which I am 
the victim: Some time this last spring the 
Messrs. Ainsworth bought 1U0 acres of 
minoral land on the W(;st shore of 
Kootenav lake for which they received, 
we are informed, a crown grant. With 
the exception of three or four days in 
October, 1882, when they made a haaty 
survey of tho tract nobody him been on 
land in question; This summer I dis- 
covered a galena (silver and lead) vein on 
this ground and after prospecting it took 
out a record of it with tho gold com- 
missioner of Kootenay and continued to 
work on it up to tho end of the season. 
A day or two before I left it Mr. Hr.m- 
mill, tho acting representative of Messrs. 
Ainsworth, informed me that I wouk 1 
have to give up the claim to them, that 
the minoral was base and belonged to 
them according to the crown grant law. 
Now there is S28 of Hilver in the ore on 
my claim and if that is not silver ore I 
don't know what is. I asked Mr. Baillie- 
Grohman to give a sample of my ore to 
the Surveyor-General in Victoria and he 
informs mo has done so. If tho Ains- 
worths aro allowed to gobblo up all tho 
galena ore on their alternate sections then 
no prospector will go into the country, for 
a poor man has no ciiauco to fight a rich 
corporation. If tho law does not protect 
the prospoctor then tho country may as 
well be atonco called the Ainsworth dis- 
trict, for by their not finishing the survey 
of tho lako nobody will know on what 
ground his mining claim may bo located 
and risk losing it under the Ainsworth 
construction of baso minerals.

He has been 
locked in again for $5,300, claimed by 
Taylor Bros., who charge him with ho- 
cretion, and also allege the fraudulent 
sale of about 5,000 tons of coal, worth 
§5 a ton, claiming that it was falsely 
described as only 1,500 tons and sold 
at twenty. five cents per ton. Mr. Beard 
has not up to this afternoon succeeded 
in giving the necessary bail. The samo 
plaintiffs have also taken an action of 
same arret for §107 against tho same 
defendant, with J. G. Sydeny mise-en- 
cause. 

BEARD'S PARTNER HEARD KROM. 
James Maybury, the partner of 
Heard, who absconded to .save himself 
from criminal arrest, has been heard 
from at Now York. He admits having 
obtained advances from Bevoral banks 
and capitalists hero on bogus ware- 
house receipts, got up by Beard and 
given him for the purpose of raising the 
wind. It being strictly forbidden to 
Usue warehouse receipts for any goods 
not on tho property and under the di- 
rect charge of the issuer, Mr. Beard, so 
Maybury writes, overcame any scruples 
he may have had in regard to tho tran- 
saction by writing what purported to be 
a lease of his yard, and gave it to May- 
bury, stipulating tho rate of payment 
for tho service of that gentloman at a 
very handsomo sum per month. 

THIS PRETENDED LEASE. 

was written in pencil on a half sheet of 
foolscap paper, and was so as to lease 
the vacant spaces on McGill and Grey 
Nun streets to Maybury. The latter in 
the letter referred to states however 
that before leaving Montreal he buI. 
tuitted the lease to his lawyers, who 
told him that it was ol no legal value. 
Being in New York at the time of 
Beard's collapse he decided to wait un- ! 
til further developments, and circum- 
stances show that his caution waa well 
timed. Sever ll banks advanced money 
on these warehouse receipts, notably 
the Exchange and Hochslaga, the for- 
mer aloue accepting receipts on somo 
5,000 tons of Beard's coal. 

An Abortive Sniall-C'lotlics 
Revolution. 

Tho town of Mariboroucli is a dim- 
inutive township of small importance 
on the Wiltshire downs, but possessed 
of a highly aristocratically inclined pop- 
ulation. It elected a Mayor recently, 
who had no taste for flummery and 
such like. Ho disapproved o£ maces 
and official robes. Ho wanted to be 
installed Mayor in a common citizen's 
suit, consisting, in part, of an ordinary 
cut-away coat and a plug hat. He 
had even threatened, if elected, to 
bury the mace and other baubles of 
authority out of sight. This, it was 
declared, would bean insult to Marl- 
borough, one of the least important, by 
the way of all the borougliB of the 
United Kingdom, possessing but one 
school, und enjoying a vicinity to one 
of the finest forests remnining in the 
islands. It is an x ancient Parliamentary 
borough, however and the idea of its 
chief magistrate being inducted into 
office in the simple manner of a New 
York, or San Francisco Mayor, was 
abhorrent to his otherwise ardent sup- 
porters. There was too much of repub- 
licanism in the idea. The town clerk 
danced about the streets in a flutter of 
apprehension. It would never do. It 
would be the undermining of the 
British Constitution. Had not all tho 
Mayors of Marlborough from time im- 
memorial arrayed themselves in flow- 
ing robes and borne tho mace in their 
proud right hands when they were 
sworn in to preside over the welfare of 
tho municipality? What kind of a figuro 
would ho cut in going to the Town 
Hall dressed in an ordinary coat and 
stove-pipe hatl It would be a reminder 
of sans-cullotism, or communism in 
Paris. Infinitely worse than an Ameri- 
can Minister plenipotentiary from tho 
United States appearing at Court at 
St. James in a plain dres* suit. But 
tho danger of an uprising in Ma- 
borough is happily laid at rest. The 
haughty Mayor-elect, who had declared 
Hint he was "too proud to care from 
whence ho came," has been subdued. 
Ho has unwillingly and with a bad 
grace consented to leave his plug hat at 
home and to conceal his dress coat un- 
der the time-honored municipal robes. 
Happy Marlborough! Fortunate Town 
Council that will not be compelled to 
witness the degradation of their highest 
civic functionary heading a procession, 
attired in a plug hat and an every-day 
cut-away coat! And lucky and discreot 
Mayor-elect, who has thus avoided the 
hazard of exposing himself to the insults 
of an indignant populace, and by 
yielding a point has secured his office.

MAYOR AND COUNCILLORS FOR THE 
CITY OF VICTORIA FOR THE YEAR 
S884. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
make provision for tho Election of a 
Mayor and Municipal Councillors for tho 
City of Victoria for tho year 1884. 

And whereas in pursuance of the Act 
passed 12th May, 1883, intituled an Act 
to amend the "Municipality Act, 1881," 
tho Municipal Cnuncil of the City of Vic- 
toria passed a unanimous resolution ill- 
creasing tho number of Councillors to nine 
exclusive of the Mayor, namely, three 
Councillors for Johnson Street Ward, 
throe Councillors for Johnson Street 
Ward, and three Councillors for James 
Bay Ward. 

Bo it enacted by the Mayor and Council 
of tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
as follows: 

1. -The nomination of Candidates for 
the respective odious of Mayor and Coun- 
cillors of tho City of Victoria shall tako 
place at tho City Council Chambers, 
Douglas street. 

2. In case a poll shall be duly doniand- 
{ ed at tho Election "f Mayor the vote of 

the Electors shall be taken by Ballot &t 
the City Council Chambers aforesaid. 

3. In case a poll shall be demanded at 
the Election of Councillors for any Word 
in this City, tho voto of the Electors "en- 
titled to voto in such Ward shall be taken 
at the following places, that is to say: 

In Johnson Street Wurd, the City Coun- 
cil Chambers. 
In Yates Streot Ward, the Police Barracks, 

Bastion Streot. 
In James Bay Ward, the old Council 
Chambers, at the corner of Govern- 
ment and Broughton streets. 
Tho nomination shall be held on tho 
second Monday in January, 1884, from 
12 o'clock noon to 2o'clock p.m., and the 
polling, if any, on the Thursday follow- 
ing from 10 o'clock a. in. to 4 o'clock p.m. 

Seetions 67 and 08 of the Bylaw known 
aa the Municipal Elections Regulation 
and Ballot Act, 1875, and the schedules 
thereto so far as the same aro applicable 
shall be read with and form part of this 
Bylaw. 

This Bylaw may be cited as The Muni- 
cipal Elections Bylaw, 1884. 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 28th 
day of November, A. D., 1883.

THE FIRE KING AT NEW 
WESTMINSTER. 



A Terrible Flame. 

(By a Special Reporter.) 
Yesterday morning at 0:15 a. m. tho 
fire bell sounded the alarm, and in ten 
minutes after our own reporter was on the 
spot and ho says: "Tho tiro originated 
in tho rear of the block on which the 
Colonial hotel stood." Some shrewd 
observers say, "It started in the harbor's 
shop," and others assert that it commenc 
ed in the rear of Rae's house, but one 
thing is certain, it proceeded with 
great rapidil;y and made a perfect wreck 
of the corner block in an hour. The 
flames, in shoaths of smoke, shot upwards 
in columns. There was not a breath of 
air, and the Royal city, surrounded by a 
fog, was a picture to look at, and whon 
the great blaze reddened the fog and il 
lumiuated tho woods, the face of the 
Frazer was blushing. Everyman of com 
mon fceuao was shocked to see how. like 
blind mice the people seemed to be. The 
water tank at Ellard's corner was empty; 
a water tank lower down was half full. 
Tho firemen worked like horoos, but thoy 
were heroes without arms. The -scene of 
confusion was disgraceful. '"Run to Mo 
Donough's wharf and got water." "Where 
aro the buckets?" "Hurry, for God's sake, 
hurry." "Oh ! be quick." These were 
the exclamations heard on the street 
while the glass on the other side, opposito 
to the Colonial hotel, was crashing and 
crumbling before the terrible heat of the 
furnace that threatened to roast the guests 
in that excellent hostelrie. No lives were 
lost. Some of the lodgers managed to get 
their trunks on tho roof of Curtis' drug 
store and in making the effort to save 
trifles lives were placed in great danger. 
There was only one man in tho crowd who 
seemed to have brains — a Scotchman 
named Angus Grant. A crowd of follows 
were trying to get the safo out of tho 
hotel. "Don't wasto time," said the canny 
Scot, "open the safe, take out the ailler, 
the paper money and the books and be oft 
quick." They did not mind him but 
tugged away at the iron box. Five 
minutes later this Scotchman proved 
again that he hadbrainH;"Get theaxes," he 
exclaimed, "cut away these wooden shan- 
ties," pointing to tho inflammable material 
in tho south-west corner of McKenzio 
street. But no one noticed the man that 
was fit to command, and the Fire King 
hissod and roared, and the weather boards 
on the end of Keary's bookstore, a hun- 
dred yards from tho Colonial hotel, were 
as hot as tire but did not blaze. All the 
goods wore taken from the stores and 
piled in heaps on the sidewalks and on 
streets. Cigars, rolls of buttor, Worces- 
tershire sauce, and bonnets wore mingled 
in a mass. The heat of the fire melted 
the butter and spread it over pieces of tho 
finest broadcloth. Magnificent looking 
glasses, taken out to bo saved, were 
shattered on the streets by persons who 
nover learned how to make hasto slowly. 
Your reporter, looking at tho scene, 
could not help thinking of tho ex- 
clamation of tho Highland Scotchman 
who saw King James descending from the 
heights of Flodden to charge the English 
army: 

"Oh ! for one hour of Wallace wight, 
Or woll skilled Bruco to rulo tho light." 

But there was no skill, very little water, 
and a big tire. The Chinese refused to 
render any assistance; they would not 
work the pumps or carry water from the 
river, but when the danger was over the 
boys arrested a crowd of the long tailed 
insects and compelled them to pump 
water on tho smouldering ruins. Every 
Celestial prisoner on his way to the pump 
was greeted with three times three and 
his appeal of "me no savee," was drown- 
ed in the cheers of the crowd. 

It was a fortunate escape. Not a breath 
of air was stirring. If we had had a capful 
of wind the whole of the Royal city would 
bo reduced to ashes. There is no city in 
the world that can be guarded from fire 
more securely than this. A reservoir 
on the hill side, where water is abundant, 
and a six-inch iron pipe on Columbia 
atreot roady to open at a moment's notice 
would send torrents of water to the high- 
est chimney top in five minutes. Fire 
engines here aro fiddlesticks . The water 
on tho hill and the tubes to take it down 
are all we want to save the Royal city 
from destruction by fire. Every one 
present, except the Chinamen, was will- 
ing to aid and did do their best, but it was 
the calm that saved the city. ' Rao's 
grocery store, the barber's shop, the big 
hotel, and several small wooden houses 
on McKenzie street were consumed to 
ashes. The safe, all the deeds and valu- 
able documents in the law office of 
Corbould & McOoll were saved. Deane's 
brick building stood that storm of fire 
like adamant, not a brick moved from the 
smooth ourface of tho end wall, and the 
red flames hiBsed and roared against it for 
two lon<4 hours. 

There is a little comody always on tho 
outskirt of a tragedy. A lady who came 
to see tho great fire seated herself quietly 
in one of the abandoned stores and said 
to another sightseer, "this is the time to 
Inspect tho ladies. You may be sure they 
will be out immediately without the rosy 
cheeks or the false ringlets. Sit down 
here, Jane," Bho said, "and we'll see 
them as they are. Tho red hands without 
gloves will be charming. I saw that young 
man you admire so much, dear Jane. He 
passed up the Bidewalk five minutes ago 
with his front teeth in his hand. Oh ! 
Jane dear, ia not tho world full of delu- 
sions ? Who could suppose that his pearis 
were mado by a dentist V 

Povorty and want are rarely produced 
by groat fires. Civilization, with her 
insurance companies and ready money 
keeps those old enomios at a distance, and 
when wo hear of a great fire and no loss of 
life we say it was a pity to see so many 
fine houses destroyed, but, the destruction 
of city property is only a provision for 
the poor who want, employment. The 
insurance companies pay all tho coBt and 
thoy are amused by a good rattling fire.

Licensing Court. 

Yesterday the regular quarterly meeting 
of the bench of licensing magistrates was 
held in the police court. Present — His 
Worship, Hon. A. F. Pemberton, N. Shakes- 
peare, Esq., M.P., andThos. Shotbolt.Esq. 

Mr. ^rgteon asked pormisaion to pre- 
sent a petition which was granted by the 
bench. 

The petition waa from tho United Com- 
mittee of the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, the Independent order of Good 
Templars and the Blue Ribbon Club, 

It stated on Dec. 13th a resolution was 
passed at a meeting then held earnestly re- 
questing the licensing court not to grant 
any more -licenses in view of the uncon- 
trolled evil resulting from the traffic, tho ab- 
sence of any reason for the increase of 
either Bhop, or ban licenses, and the fact 
that tho Dominion License Act would short- 
ly come into forco greatly reducing tho 
number of such houses. The petition was 
signed by A. J. Clyde, chairman, and G. A. 
Sargison, secrotary of committee. 

His worship said tho petition would re- 
ceive every attention and said It was uot the 
wish of tho bench to grant any more 
licenses. 

The first application was from D. II. 
Ellis for a transfer of license of tho Com- 
mercial Hotel, corner of Douglas and Cor- 
morant streets to Johnson & VanAlman. 

Mr. Pollard appeared for the applicant 
and briefly stated the case. 

Supt. Bloomtield said he had no objec- 
tions, 

His worship said the application was 
granted. 

The next application was for a transfor 
from Gaicoma Bossi of the licenso of pro- 
mises on corner of Johnson and Storo 
streets to D. M. Ellis. Granted. 

Another application was made for a trans- 
fer of the license of premisos known as the 
Tableau Saloon from Chas. Pagden to Wm, 
McGirr. Granted. 

An application from B. F. Dillon for 
Patrick Cline; for a transfer of license of 
the Cosmopolitan hotel corner of Fort and 
Douglas streets to Messrs. Merrylleld & 
Berryiuan. 

Mr. Theo. Davie in reply to his honor, 
said that Mr. Cline had loft for Oregon from 
ill health, and had authorized Mr. Dillon 
to make tho transfer. 

His worship said there was no legal docu- 
ment to show this was tho case. 

Mr. Davie said nothing but tho license 
belonged to Mr. Cline. 

His worship said the transfer would be 
granted subject to tho production of tho 
necessary authority from Mr. Cline. 

The next application wnsfrom John Begg 
administrator of the late W. E. Williams, 
deceased, praying that he might bo permit- 
ted to carry on tho busine?^ at tho Railroad 
hotel, Johnson stroot. 

Mr, Davio appeared on behalf of the ap- 
plicant and briefly stated tl:o facts. • 

Tho clerk said that tho application had 
boon put in that morning. 

Mr, Davio said that on account of tho re- 
cent death of Mr, Williams this could not be 
avoided. 

Supt. Bloomtield said ho might cairy on 
business to tho end of the year simply as 
administrator, but now tho matter was 
really a transfer. 

His worship said tho bench would take 
no action. Mr. Begg could carry on tho 
business as administrator. Tho conrt would 
meet in a few weeks and then a transfor 
could bo mado. 

Mr. Davie said there would have to be a 
new licenso as tho former proprietor was 
dead. 

His worship said there would bono neces- 
sity for a transfer, Permission would bo 
given to Mr. Bogg to carry on tho business 
during the time required by law to wind up 
tho estate, 

From G, Renworth of tho Albion Hotel, 
Herald street, for a license to soil boor and 
porter with meals. 

Mr. SEukespoaro, M. P., said be was op- 
posed to any more licenses being granted in 
face of tho Dominion law coming in forco. 
It was a waste of time and money to the ap- 
plicant themselves. 

The application was refused. 

From Richard Glenn for a transfer to him 
of tho license issued to Richard Cranoelli, 
Johnson Btreet. 

Mr. Walls appeared for tho applicant and 
produced a certificate of character. 

His worship said the application was vir- 
tually for a new license. 

Mr. Walls contended the same course had 
been pursued in other cases, otherwise re- 
latives and property owners would be in- 
jured. 

Supt. Bloomfield said this case was v a ry 
different. Everything had been sold out. 
In Oct. tha applicant was fined 8120 which 
was paid and in November $150 which was 
not paid, but appealed to the Supremo 
Court. 

Mr. Walls said Jndge Gray had granted 
a rule nisi to quash those convict iona. 

Mr. Hett corroborated this and said Mr. 
Drake had agreed no further steps should 
be taken until a decision had been given in 
one case. 

Supt. Bloomfield said the house was un- 
necessary and the proprietor was objec- 
tionablo. 

Mr. Shakespeare said tbore was no neces- 
sity for this house. It was formerly still 
worse as the late proprietor sold liquor by 
the bottle to Indians. Tho presont proprie- 
tor had purchased the good will from the 
Registrar and wsb morally entitled to it to 
the end of tho year, but there was the legal 
objection. 

The mayor announced that the stipen- 
diary magistrate declined to vote, nnd tho 
bench had decided the application was un- 
necessary. 

In anawer to Mr. Theo. Davio, his wor- 
ship said that Collector Russell would bo 
instructed to isBue a licenso to Mr. Begg to 
carry on tho bmineBB of the Railroad hotel 
as administrator. 

The court adjournod till the 15th Janu- 
ary.

It is attributed to 
the action of American missionaries. Copts 
are defiant and a. popular outbreak is im- 
minent. / C 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Lima, Dee. 15.— El Bueuo Pueblo pub- 
lishes a telegram stating that Arequipa has 
been evacuated by the Chilians. It also 
publishes the president's letter to Caoceres 
assuring the latter of his perfect security. 

CANADA. 

Ottawa, Dec. 15.— The Dominion Gov- 
ernment is being Btrongly pressed by the 
provincial government to take immediate ac 
tion to prevent the influx of Chinese into 
British Columbia. Upwards of 9,000 of 
theao undesirable settlor* are without work 
in that province. They resort to all sorts 
of depredations to keep themselves alive, 
and several cases of murder havo already 
boen reported. Plundering is their Bole 
means of support. Many of them cross 
over to the United States territory, de- 
fying detection, and then mingle with 
their fellow countrymon. The Dominion 
Government has heretofore refused to in- 
terfere on the ground of tho construction 
of the Canadian Pacific railway oould not 
build the road without Chinese lahor. The 
provincial government aro moving the 
matter and Sir John Macdonald will now 
havo to accede to the demands of the pro- 
vince to legislate against Chin<ss(j immi- 
gration during tho coming session. 

Vienna, Dec. 14. — Baron fJall the 
other evening at an aristocratic Pesth 
casino, lost at poker over a million florins. 
To pay he was obliged to sell his entire 
proporty at about one-half its real value. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Dec. 14. — The report 
that the cabinet to-day considcrsd the 
case of O'Donnell is untrue. No action 
of any description has boen taken by the 
cabinet in tho matter. The president, in 
deference to a resolution of tho h^use to 
bring to his notice O'Donnell's case and 
asking that the prosidont take steps se- 
cures respite for the condemned man; 
directed the secretary of state to cable to 
Minister Lowell tho resolution with in- 
structions to luy tho matter before the 
British government and if possible to ob- 
tain a stay of sontonco. Tho cabinet is 
not informed of the result of Mr. Lowell's 
negotiations, but it h believed his efforts 
will be unsuccessful, It is possible, how- 
ever, that tho agitation in London in 
O'Donnoll's behalf, together with tho ef- 
forts of this government, may result in 
obtaining for him a short respite.
